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From Lefebvre to ‘Human Sexuality’ 


(197/—year of questions for the church in a world of problems

It was a year of questions: Would the 
activities of Archbishop Marcel Lefebvre 
lead to his excommunication or was” 
reconciliation with the Vatican still 
possible? 

Who would be the next missionary to be 
jailed, deported or murdered in southern 
Africa or Latin America? 


_ DOES THE National Labor -Relations 
Board have jurisdiction ~ over Catholic 
schools or does it not? Would the Jesuits in 
El Salvador be murdered, as rightists had 
threatened, or could they continue their 
work in peace? 


At the end of 1977, those and many 

' other questions remained unanswered. As 
Pope Paul VI began his 8ist year with 
increasingly frequent talk of his own 


imminent death, the church seemed to - 


face many more questions than it could 
answer. 


__ On the world front, 1977 was the year of 

~ the fifth world Synod of Bishops, convened 
by Pope Paul to consider catechesis for 
children and young adults. 


AT THE SYNOD, the 204 participants 
expressed approval of modern cate- 
chetics (religious education), but urged 
improvement especially in such areas as 
‘the development of-small communities, 


DEBATE AND DECISIONS—A new 
study by the Catholic Theological 
Society of America, ‘Human Sex- 
uality,” drew fire from bishops and 


theologians. Pope Paul VI granted the 


United States permission for com- 
munion in the hand. Energy shortages 
-hit the headlines as a bitter winter 


family and adult- oriented catechesis. 


Also on the international scene, Pope 
Paul VI faced continuing headaches from 
suspended French Archbishop Marcel 
Lefebvre, the traditionalist leader. Despite 
repeated warnings that such an action 
could lead to excommunication, the 
archbishop ordained priests and sub- 
deacons June 29. 


General absolution was the subject of 
controversy in the United States and 
England. While the American bishops took 
no official action on the subject, their 
counterparts in England and Wales 
attempted to persuade the Vatican to relax 
the conditions that now govern general 
absolution services which omit individual 
confession. 


IN JUNE, American and Catholics 


throughout the world celebrated the . 


canonization of Blessed John Neumann, 
fourth bishop of Philadelphia, as the first 
male North American saint. 


Neumann’s modern-day counterparts, 
the Catholic bishops of the United States, 
took several actions in 1977 which were 
likely to have a far-reaching effect on 
American Catholics.

prelates at their May meeting in Chicago 


- agreed to ask the Vatican to allow the

THAT PERMISSION was received in late 
July and virtually all American dioceses 
had implemented the option by Nov. 20. 

Also in May, the U.S. Bishops voted to lift 
the automatic excommunication of 
Catholics who divorce and remarry. That 


‘action had no effect on the church’s 


refusal to allow divorced and remarried 
Catholics to receive the sacraments. 

In November, the bishops approved the 
National Catechetical Directory, a 
document of some 250 pages which, if 
approved by the Vatican, as expected, will 
become the basis for all religious 
instruction in the United States. 


MAJOR TROUBLE spots for the church 
were Latin America, especially El 
Salvador, Nicaragua, Chile and Argentina, 
and the white minority rule countries of 
Rhodesia and South Africa. 

Catholic missionaries and lay workers 
faced persecution, expulsion and 
sometimes murder along with natives of 
those countries in their fights for justice. 

—In El Salvador, two priests were 
killed, five tortured and 15 expelled in a 
continuing controversy over the church’s 
involvement in land reform issues. 

—In Nicaragua, the church also 
faced harassment, expulsions and 
murder, after U.S. Catholic missionaries 
denounced mass killings of peasant 
families by Gen. Anastasio Somoza’s 
National Guard. 

—The Rhodesian government de- 
ported Bishop Donal Lamont of Umtali

(Catholic) Justice and Peace Gornmission, 
including an Amez@n-born nun, 
Maryknoll Sistex~Janice McLaughlin.

A major controversy in Congress this 
year centered on the Hyde Amendment, 
named for sponsor Rep. Henry Hyde (R- 
Ill), which bans the use of federal 
Medicaid funds for abortions. 


THE AMENDMENT expired in Sep- 


‘tember and a continuation of the ban on 


federal abortion funding was attached to 
an appropriations bill for the Departments 
of Labor and of Heath, Education and 
Welfare. 


A deadlock between the House and 
Senate on wording of the ban ended in 
December, when Congress adopted 
liberalized rules for federally financed 
abortions. 


The National Labor Relations Board 
(NLRB), became embroiled in a contro- 
versy related to Catholic schools, when the 
U.S. Seventh Circuit Court of Appeals 
ruled in August that NLRB could not 
assume jurisdiction over Catholic schools. 


HOMOSEXUALITY was much discussed 
in the church and outside of it during 
1977, in relation to the publication of a 
book on human sexuality by five Catholic 
theologians and the defeat of a gay rights 
ordinance in Dade County, Fla. 


The book, “Human Sexuality: New 
Directions in American Catholi= 7 hought,” 
went against traditional <1urch stands in 
such areas as masturbation, premarital 
sex, and heimosexuality. It was con- 
demnex.'by many Catholic bishops, and in 
Mevember the bishops’ Committee on 
Doctrine rejected the book’s suggested 
pastoral guidelines. 

In August, 1,100 Spanish-speaking 
Catholics in the United States convened in 
Washington to attend the Second National 
Pastoral Encuentro in August.

The U.S. Catholic Conference Office 
of International Justice and Peace has 
agreed with President Carter’s 
decision to return the Holy Crown of 
St. Stephen to Hungary. 


The diocese of Belleville, Ill., has 
“adopted” the diocese of Brownsville, 
Tex., populated largely with needy 
migrant worker families, as part of its 
Christmas celebration. 


The Maryland Court of Appeals, has 
voided most of the state’s anti- 
obscenity law, saying that the statute 
“arbitrarily” exempts employees of 
pornographic movie houses from 
prosecution. 


One way to solve the problem of 
massive migration of Mexicans is to 
promote greater land cultivation in 
the country, Cardinal Agnelo Rossi, 


prefect of the Congregation for the 


Evangelization of Peoples, told priests 
and religious attending the National 
Mission Congress in Torreon, Mexico. 


Catholic schools must come to 
grips with the “complex but very real 
problem” of desegregation, said 
Father David V. Sorohan, super- 
intendent of schools for the diocese of 
Columbus, Ohio, in Momentum, a 


publication of the NCEA. 


An unidentified woman sits in a 
fourth floor window of the Aquinas 
Hall dormitory at Providence College 
in Providence, R.I., as fire sweeps 
through several rooms. Seven 
students were killed and 13 injured in 
the early morning fire at the Domin- 
ican-run college. 
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A young man lights a stem of the 
Menorah—a Jewish candelabrum— 
at an interfaith Human Rights Day 
Observance in Louisville, Ky. Eight 
candles were lighted in the name of 
persons who have been persecuted 
for their faith. 


The Vatican has condemned the 
establishment of a dissident 
Ukranian-rite parish in Halifax, 
England, and reminded the three 
priests who started it that they are 
suspended from their priestly 
functions. 


Pope Paul VI said that the cause of 
the Palestinian people “ought to be 
given the most serious and generous 
consideration” .in spite of ‘‘de- 
plorable” Palestinian terrorist actions. 


The approach used by the Anglican- 
Roman Catholic International 
Commission (ARCIC) in an agreed 
statement on authority will, if followed 
through, “lead inevitably to that 
visibly Christian unity which is the 
whole aim of the ecumenical move- 
ment,” said the theological commis- 
sion of the English and Welsh bishops. 


A Catholic lay group in Maryland 
has vowed to oppose “either by 
referendum or legal suit” any fiscal 
1979 state aid to education that does 
not include “equitable distribution” of 
funds for nonpublic schools. 


Archbishop Joseph Schmondiuk, 
the new leader of Ukrainian-rite 
Catholics in the United States, 
renewed the call for a partriarchate for 
the rite following his installation as 
head of the Ukrainian-rite Arche- 
parchy of Philadelphia.

Catholic hospitals in diocese aid poor, pregnant women

The president of the 
National Federation of 
Priests’ Councils (NFPC) 
last month urged Catholic 
hospitals to provide free 
“prenatal, delivery and 
postnatal care” to poor 
women seeking an_alter- 
native to. abortion. 


But the three Catholic 
hospitals in this diocese are 
already providing such free 
care, according to officials 
of each. : 


FATHER James Rhatigan 
made his recommendation 
in a letter to Bishop Justin 


Driscoll, a consultant to the 
bishops’ pro-life activities 
committee. 


Mercy Hospital in San 
Diego, run by the Sisters of 
Mercy, is able to provide the 
most .care of this kind to 
the poor because it is the 
only Catholic hospital in the 
diocese operating an out- 
patient clinic with obstetric 
facilities. 


St. Bernardine Hospital, 
in San Bernardino, pro- 
vides free medical care in 
financial hardship cases on 
a Case by case basis. 


St. Mary Desert Valley 
Hospital, Apple Valley,

provides such hospital 
care when a staff physician 
is treating a patient who is 
unable to pay and requests 
hospitalization for his 
patient.

Church in the barrio 


Reaching out to meet 
human needs at all levels

The church reaches out into the barrio 
in many ways, apart from strictly religious 
activities, serving the Hispanic .com- 
munities. 


This was made clear by Bishop Leo T. 
Maher when he spoke to the program “An 
hour in the barrio” in San Diego recently. 


He explained some of the forms of 
assistance given to children, youth, older 
persons and families, and general 
community cooperation. 


DEALING ONLY with the San Diego 
scene, the bishop told the Mexican- 
American group that in the barrio vicinity 
the church has three Catholic schools, 
helping in the education of about 1,000 
children. 


“While tuition is necessary for the 
continuation of the schools,” said Bishop 
Maher, “scholarships are provided for 
those families who cannot afford full 
tuition.” 

He said that ‘teen clubs in both English 
and Spanish are run at St. Jude Shrine, 
Our Lady of Angels and Our Lady of 
Guadalupe parishes. 

ALSO AT St. Jude’s is the program of 
summer activities with no tuition cost, 
offering English, arts and crafts and 
Mexican culturai activities. 


Other programs for children include 
summer basketball at Our Lady of Angels, 
preschool activities at St. Anne and St. 
Jude parishes and weekend encounters 
(encuentros) designed for teenagers to 
help them in their religious growth and in 
family relationships. 


FOR SENIOR CITIZENS, Bishop Maher 
said there are nutrition programs at St. 
Jude and Our Lady of Angels which 
feed more than 300 older persons daily. 
With these programs there are social and 
counseling services. 


At the family life center in the area run 
by the diocese, there is premarriage 
testing and counseling for youth 
contemplating marriage. 


In addition the center deals with 
marriage counseling for whole families 
with problems, and a special section for 
youth and their problems, 


THERE 1S ALSO participation in the 
activities of the Barrio Station and 
Criminal Justice Committee, the bishop 
pointed out. And all these activities are 
conducted in both English and Spanish. 


In material assistance, Bishop Maher 
explained the programs which the church 
runs or helps which provide food, lodging, 
clothing and transportation for those in 
need, regardless of church affiliation. 


He mentioned the crisis intervention 
programs for families in need of welfare, 
social security, hospitals and other urgent 
matters. 


PARISH FACILITIES are made available 
throughout the area for Such organ- 
izations as: 


Filipino College Youth Group; Chicano 
Federation; Club America; Azteca Club; 
San Diego Adult Community Colleges and 
Alcoholics Anonymous. 


In addition all parishes offer many other 
activities for the people of the barrio, he 
said, ‘‘but since these are primarily 
religiously oriented” he did not list them. 


Mercy Hospital and di- 
rector of its clinic, points 
out, “there is a limit on the 
amount of charity care 
available through the clinic. 


“THE FACT that you have 
a clinic says you're 
inviting patients to come to 
you,” Brown said. “And we 
can treat about 30,000 
general outpatient visits a 
year.” 


About 60 percent of the 
people who use the clinic 
can't afford the entire cost 
of medical care provided, 
Brown said. 


The clinic determines 
through financial screening 
what percentage of the cost 
the patient can afford, and 
bills the patient that per- 
centage, he added. 


IN RESPONSE to provid- 


~ ing such care as an alter- 


native to abortion, Brown 
said: 

“We (Mercy Hospital) are 
pro-life. We don’t do steril- 
izations, tubal ligations’ or 
abortions. Counseling is 
provided through the hos- 
pital’s Social Services 
Department on the alter- 
natives to abortion.” 

At St. Bernardine, San 
Bernardino, run by the 
Sisters of Charity of the 
Incarnate Word, its Social 
Services Department re- 
ceives about 150-200 
women a year, not neces- 
sarily poor, who call the 
Catholic Community Ser- 
vices “Lifeline.” 


MOST OF these women 
have not made a decision to 
give birth or not, and most 
are just looking for advice, 
said Sister Kathreen Red- 
mond, business office 
director. 


They are counseled, 
given a pregnancy test and

There's almost too much going on 


When we look back over the year, and many past years, 
the scene is one of ever growing activity within the church 
and reaching out from it. There’s hardly a parish which 
isn’t busier now than it was before. There are new 
ventures, new groups, new ideas which proliferate and 
burgeon into a church on the move. And on top of all this 
we are faced, in the New Year, with a vast and far 
reaching evangelization program under Father Robert 
Gavotto the Augustinian with a ready smile and a quick 
mind. 


The post-Vatican I! period has been called the 
challenge to the laity, giving them far more opportunities 
to fill leadership positions and exert influence where 
previously it was minimal. 


However, there are some who think the laity have been 
“deserted” by a church too preoccupied with internal 
affairs. That’s the news out of Chicago, where a 
Declaration of Christian Concern was issued last week 
over the signatures of 47 people claiming that “a 
generation of lay leadership may have been lost.” 


Calling lay people “Christianity’s most effective force 
for transforming the world’s political, economic and 
social institutions,” the group warned of a “growing 
devaluation” of the ministry of the laity in today’s church. 


Have the laity responded? 


The declaration makes the statement that, “In the last 
analysis, the church speaks and acts upon the world 
through her laity. Without a dynamic laity conscious of its 
ministry to the world, the church in effect, does not speak 
or act.” ; 


| think the signers of the document—which includes 
12 priests and three nuns—may perhaps have been 
somewhat premature in their judgement. The age of the 
emerging laity, to my mind, has been marked by a 
reluctance on the part of the vast majority of the laity to 
accept the challenge. 


Go to any meeting and you still hear the old warcry, 
“What's the bishop going to do about:it? Why doesn't the 
church say something, do something?” And so on. It's 
always people asking “the church” to do something, but 
never getting around to doing it themselves. 


There are many encouraging signs of lay participation 
in church affairs, and many thrilling ventures sparked by 
lay initiative. But we Catholics have been too long 
immersed in the old ways of expecting leadership to 
come from above to assume readily the responsibilities 
which we, as the body of the church, should assume. 


Courage of convictions 


A local story of three students who have the courage of 
their convictions concerns Susan Erzinger, Margaret 
Patton and Albon Rhomberg. We wrote about their 
withholding of student fees at the University of California- 
San Diego (UCSD) a couple of weeks ago because they do 
not wish to support the funding of abortions which comes 
from part of the fee. 


As they were denied winter class enrollment by their 
action they have now filed suit against UCSD contending 
that they have been denied their constitutional rights. If 
only we had more people of principle, like these young 
folk, who would stand by their principles—and sacrifice 
for them—what a change we could see in many situations 
in life. : 

Too often too many people are just prepared to “go 
along” and “don’t make waves”, thus sacrificing their 
principles. 


Ex-priest and facts 


It was a pity that the former priest Robert E. - 


Kavanaugh, now a psychological counselor in Encinitas, 
did not investigate what our diocese does for unwed 
(mothers before he wrote a piece for the Los Angeles 
Times (Dec. 7). Init he castigated pro-life agencies which 
help unwed mothers, claiming that their attitudes “have 
scarcely changed in the last 25 years.” 


He accuses them of placing the mothers in a home 
where they are regarded as “sinners” and are made todo 


menial tasks as “fallen women”. He finally says they allow : 


the girls to “creep back home...babyless,. but equipped 
with an alibi to explain her mysterious absence.” 


As Sister Barbara Welliver, who runs our excellent 
program, has pointed out in a letter to the Times, Dr. 
Kavanaugn could find what he seeks in the enlightened 
group home system of this diocese. The young women 
continue in school, come and go as they please, make 
decisions regarding the future themselves, and more 
than half choose to keep their babies. 

“Catholic Family Services has operated a group home 
such as Dr. Kavanaugh envisions for the past seven 
years,” writes Sister Barbara. “The emphasis is on 
personal responsibility, dignity and respect for the 
person.”

As the morning rising | 


We were talking... about Christmas 
Eve and the birth of a child—about the 
young mother and the kind of person 
she must have been. 


Mary is of great significance to 
Christians, and the understanding of 
her role and her inner disposition very 
important for every human being. 
There have been attempts, at various 
times in the history of the church, by 
over-zealous devotees to imbue Mary 
with an aura of divinity to set her apart 
from the rest of humankind. But her 
value for us lies precisely in that she 
was human. 


NOTHING IN the gospel narratives 
is without teaching value. No incident 
or development in the life of Christ 
Stands alone. All are inter-related, all 
are lessons teaching the one mes- 
sage. All are statements, re-em- 
phases, of the truth the Incarnation 
was meant to communicate. 


The conception and birth of Jesus 
through Mary, a young women totally 
dedicated to and accepting of God’s 
will, contains in itself the whole 
teaching which Christ transmitted 
verbally and actively during his brief 
earthly ministry. 


In effect, this vital event in human 
history states unequivocally, that only 


when a person is so fully aware of 
God's loving action in her life, that sin 
is repulsive and impossible, may the 
Word of God take root and grow to 
fulfillment and become flesh, for the 
salvation of the world. 


JUST AS Israel was the one nation 
chosen by God to be his instrument, 
because in her the condition was right 
for the germination of the seed, and 
the fruition of the Word, so was Mary 
chosen. 


In Mary, too, the conditions were 
right forthe germination and the 
growing to fruition of the seed who was 
the Son of God. It was no haphazard 
choice. Born herself of saintly 
parents, her upbringing and personal 
development must have been super- 
vised with unfaltering, loving atten- 
tion. 


The household which nurtured her 
as she grew to maturity, must have 
been so rich in awareness of God’s 
presence, so fraught with the 
experience of his love, that any form of 
the rejection cr denial that isthe basis 
of sin, would be unthinkable. 


MARY'S “YES” was not, | believe, a 
conquering of a natural instinct to 
refuse—her natural instinct could 
only have ted her to a willing 


affirmative. Faced with the irresistible 
appeal of God’s utterly faithful love— 
conscious of his incomprehensible 
goodness and tenderness—she could 
not have refused him without violating 
the very core of her nature. - 


In the face of that love, and torn by 
her own inability to ever requite it 
fully, she could not help but relinquish 
her life into the Father’s hands—as 
her son would also do, in his owntime. 


And this is how it must surely be 
with all men. This is what Christ taught 
in his own life. Only when we come to 
know God and come to an awareness 
of his overwhelming love, his 
incredibly unceasing forgiveness and 


fidelity, and feel the anguish of our | 


own Incapacity to love enough in 
return, may the conditions develop 
within us which are right for the 


-germination and growth of the Word of 


God. 


IN CONTINUING faithfulness and 
surrender to him, we may make it 
possible for the Word to move out 
from us to others, to announce 
salvation to all mankind. 


lt was no arbitrary choice that 
caused Christ to be born in pain, with 
the issue of blood and water, any more 
than that he should die in pain, with 


the issue of blood and water. There is 
contained in this a deep symbolism of 
the human condition. 

Blood and water are symbols of life- 
force and nourishment. Pain is the 
companion of change and transition, 
of self-abdication and transcendence. 

IN BIRTH and in death, in suffering 
and anguish, for these two, mother 
and son, all was subject to God’s will. 
All was an act of utter trust and 
donation. This is the way of Christian 
life, and the path to fulfillment and 
eternal life. 

It is not an easy way, but it can be 
done. It has already been done, by 
Christ himself, and by the young girl 
who was his mother. There is no other 
way—if there were they would have 
shown us. 

When we stand before that Christ- 

mas Creche, let us recognize what it 
represents. Not a divine drama 
enacted by part-humans for our 
edification, but a showing of the way, 
the-truth, the life. An enactment of the 
Christian. convenental response to 
God. 
_ The message of Christmas for us is 
that we are called to give flesh to the 
Word of God—our flesh. It can be 
done, and it must be done by each of 
us—for God's sake. 
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Educate for life by opening minds 


| strongly agree with the policy of 
avoiding “strident language” in the abor- 
tion debate. : 

However strongly we feel about: 
abortion, we must realize that it is a 
political question, and one does not 
change minds by calling someone a 
murderer—this includes the minds of our 
legislators. 

People who take a pro-abortion position 
are not usually “bad” people, but are 
concerned about very real problems—the 
environment, the quality of life, deformity 
of the child, etc. 

Obviously, the above problems should 
never be championed for the killing of the 
unborn, but those favoring abortions are . 
thinking and doing what they think is right. 
They are not right and should be 
educated. But one does not educate by 
closing minds, only by opening them.

Sabbath on Sunday and Saturday 


All honor to the group of Catholic priests 
and nuns who so kindly directed the Los 
Angeles Commission on Jewry’s exhibit at 
the Convention Center in November (SC, 
Dec. 8), on Saturdays. 


However, may | kindly point out that it is 
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not correct to designate Saturday as “the 
Jewish Sabbath,” even though some Jews 
observe that day, any more than marriage 
or monogamy should be called “Jewish”. 


Our Lord and his apostles all observed 
the seventh-day Sabbath, and never 
observed Sunday, even after the resur- 
rection. 

A recent doctoral dissertation by 
Samuele Bacchiochi, summa cum laude 
graduate of the Pontifical Gregorian 
University in Rome, concludes that 
Sunday observance completely lacks both 
biblical and apostolic authority, having 
originated not in the apostolic community 
at Jerusalem, but over a century after the 
death of the apostles in the community at 
Rome. 8 

The motivations that led to the 
substitution of Sunday for the Sabbath, Dr. 
Bacchiochi points out, were social, 
political, and pagan. 

Dr. Bacchiochi received a gold medal 
from Pope Paul VI. 

It is correct to designate Saturday as the 
Christian Sabbath.

Passionately in love with truth

St Dominic, founder of the Order of Preachers 


(Dominicans), born about 1170 at Calaruega, in Castille, Spain, 


apparently was a member of the famous Gutman family, which 


gave several saints to the church. We knowlittle of his early life, — 


but he probably was born student. - 


At age 14, he went to study at Palencia, where he spent 10 
years. During this period, he was made a canon of the 
Cathedral of Osma, and after ordination, became sub-prior of 
the Cathedral Chapter. 


WHEN THE. PRIOR, Diego, became bishop, Dominic 
succeeded him. All this while—until age 31—he lived a quiet life 
of study and intense prayer. There was no indication of the 
active carreer that was to unfold. : 


Then the king asked Diego to travel to Denmark to arrange a 
marriage for his son. Diego took Dominic. This was a fateful 
journey. They went through the Languedoc Region of 
Southern France, a hotbed of Albigensian heresy. 


Dominic was horrified, He spent one whole night dialoguing 
with their heretical host, finally convincing him of his error—a 
forecast of things to come. : 


BACK FROM Denmark, he and Diego asked the Pope to 
send them as missionaries to Russia. However, there were 
more pressing needs in Languedoc. On the way back from 
Rome, they met the two Cistercians who were waging a 
fruitless campaign against the Albigensians. Dominic and 
Diego diagnosed the reason for their failure. 


As papal legates, the Cistercians went about their mission . 


encumbered by the trappings of officialdom, riding on fine 


horses, attended by a retinue of servants, doing everything to 


undermine their credibility. For the heresy they were 
‘attempting to stamp out was more then heresy; it was basically 
a subtle, pernicious philosophical system, a revival of ancient 
Gnosticism. 


It held for two irreconcilable principles of good and evil, spirit 
and matter, with everything material being intrinsically evil. 
Hence the Incarnation was unthinkable, the sacraments 
unacceptable. The idea was to abstain as completely as 
possible from things \material, from sexual intercourse, 
however licit, from food and drink. Suicide was the ultimate 
heroic act. 


SUCH A system could be countered only by an equally 
radical—but more reasonable—living out of the gospel ideal in

heroic fashion. Only men who did this could attract converts. 
Dominic gave and followed this advice. 


His first practical step-was to founda convent at Prouville for 
women who had abjured the heresy and returned to the 
church. Nearby was a house for his helpers. Here he trained 
preachers who would be both holy and learned. 


After 10 years, he felt a need for structure. He had in mind a 
mobile task force that- could*go wherever the need for 
preaching called them. Like the monks they would dedicate 
themselves to a life of virtue and prayer, but in addition, even 
holding higher priority, they would concentrate on study and 
preaching—an innovation in his day. 


HE FINALLY obtained permission from Pope Honorius Ill. 


While in Rome, he met Francis of Assisi. They were different 
from each other in many ways, yet so much alike. Together 
they saved the Church in an era of extreme peril.. 


Dominic realized that the combat facing the church would be’ 


waged in the realm of the intellect. The philosophical subtlety of 
the Albigensian error convinced him of that. Consequently, his 


houses were houses of unending study, centers of a learned 


apostolate. And the movement grew apace. 


Just weeks before Dominic’s death in 1221, there were 60 
such convents: in Providence, Spain, France, Lombardy, 
Rome, England, Germany and Hungary. Fifty years later there 
were 320 centers with four new provinces in*Poland, 
Scandinavia, Greece and Palestine. In the area where the 
Albigensians once held sway, there were 140 convents. — 


EVEN THOUGH study and preaching were emphasized, 
mortification and prayer were not neglected. Abstinence from 
meat was perpetual. On Fridays, vigils of important feasts, and 
every day from Sept. 14 to Easter, only one meal was eaten. 
The friars slept in a common dormitory and observed almost 


complete silence. ~ : 


However, Dominic’s good sense and appreciation of 
priorities are reflected in the system of dispensations built into 
the rule. When a given austerity conflicted with the primary 
purpose of the order, the superior not only could, but was 
obliged to dispense from it: 


The spirit of the order is an image of Dominic’s personality. 
he was passionately in love with truth and the spread of truth. 
But far from being a cold intellectual, he had a great heart filled 
with sympathy, enthusiasm, compassion. 


He was asked once in what book he had'studied his sermon. 
“In no other,” he answered, “than in that°of love.” 


Christendom

Heretics were not suffered gladly in the 
medieval church. Official Christianity refused 
to tolerate them and treated them ruthlessly. 
Here are some dates and decrees that 
illustrate the point: 


1163—Decree of the council of Tours 
demanded that heretics be tracked down and 
their property confiscated. In England it was 
decreed that their houses be destroyed. 


1215—The fourth Lateran Council 
established the policies that led to the 
formation of the Inquisition in 1231. 


1231—Torture appears in heresy trials. 


1252—The use of the rack is prescribed for 
those suspected of heresy. - 


1479—The famed Spanish Inquisition 
begins, motivated by both political and 
religious reasons. 


The record is grisly, embarrassing and 
reprehensible. So much of this echoes what 
today we would call the police state. Once 
upon a time the Christians were willing to be 


martyrs for Christ. Now some of them 
assumed the role of Inquisitors, killing and 
torturing others for their personal beliefs. 


HOW COULD all this have happened? It 
was the result of two well intentioned ideas 
gone sour. At its basis was the ideal of a social 
order built around the moral principles of the 
Gospel. Augustine outlined the philosophy in 
the City of God. He described the ideal 
social order in which religion witnesssed to 
Christ’s values and the State devised laws and 
social procedures to reflect them. 


From the fourth to the 12th century, the 
church lived with the Augustinian dream, 
working to create a just and loving society. 
But instead of allowing a creative coexistence 
between itself and the State, it grew in power 
and refused to give it up. 


In the Dark Ages, the church willingly 
assumed many of the secular tasks to help 
create and improve society. When it would 
have been proper to hand over to the State its 
proper functions, the church could not let go. 


THE RESULT was theocracy in which the 
church ruled both religious and secular 


matters. The outcome was an obsession with 
power, incorrectly justified by Augustine’s 
teachings. 


Power corrupts and absolute. power 
corrupts absolutely. The proverb applies to 
church people as well as anyone else. In 
reaction to this, a second good idea emerged 
and went sour. Utopians began preaching 
their ideal state. 


It would be shorn of all the ecclesiastical 
trappings and uphold the purest human 
values. Was financial greed the problem? 
Then own nothing. Was lust adilemma? Then 
abandon sex. Was tyranny the demon? Then 
exalt human freedom. . 


AT THE CORE of the Utopian critique: 
was the humanist dream of personal freedom 
and conviction, relief from obsession with sex 
and liberation from the burden of posses- 
sions. If the misapplied idealism of Augustine 
led to tyranny and loss of freedom, the 
misapplied idealism of the humarist Utopians 
led to chaos and widespread public disorder. 


It was out of the latter group that came the 
heretics. Since the church had the power for 


the time being, it instituted, along with the 
State’s cooperation, formal drives against 
_these chaotic threats to the public order in its 
‘financial, legal and ecclesiastical forms. 


Seen in the light of the clash between two 
idealisms gone astray, one can perhaps 
understand, if not approve, the butchery that 
arose to resolve the problem. One group 
winds up enforcing moral values with the 
rack, the whip’and the stake. The other group 
winds up supporting the abandonment of 
moral values altogether. One in the name of 
the Christian gospel. The other in the name of 
human potential. 


THE PASSIONS eventually were 
mercifully spent. A new solution emerged, 
that of Christian humanism. How different 
Vatican II’s Declaration on Religious 
Freedom sounds: 

“Religious freedom has its foundation in the 
dignity of the human person, known’ both 
through God’s Word and human reason...A 
man cannot freely seek the truth unless he is 
free from all types of pressure and force.” 


It took us a. long time to learn this. Praise 
God that we have.

Outsider or a forerunner?

Father Hans Kueng is not the only brilliant, 


original scholar in history, but he is one of few 
theologians who have, in their lifetimes, been 


best-selling authors. 


Born March 19, 1928. in Sursee, Switzer- 
land, he was the son of a local ‘merchant. He 


studied in Rome, first at the German 
Pontifical College and later at the Gregorian 
University, where he received degrees in 
- philosophy and theology. He was ordained to 


the priesthood in 1954. 


IN 1957, at the Institut Catholique at the 
Sorbonne in Paris, Father Kueng published a 
doctoral dissertation on the noted Protestant 
theologian Karl Barth. The monumental 
treatise, which purported to find fundamental 
agreement between Barth’s views and the 
church’s teaching on the doctrine on 
justification, received high praise from 
Catholic and Protestant theologians. Karl 
Barth wrote the introduction. Father Kueng 


was on his way. 
For the past 17 years, he has been 


professor of fundamental theology in the 
Catholic theological faculty of the University 


. of Tuebingen. 3 


In 1960, with a view to the forthcoming 
Second Vatican Council, he wrote the first of 


his books to be translated into five or more 


languages, The Council, Reform and 


Reunion. It was published here in 1962. 


Father Kueng criticized what he saw as 
the “self-righteous splendid isolation” of the 
church from the leading intellectual currents 
“of the age and said there could be no reunion 
between the Roman Catholic church and

His latest best seller, On Being a 
Christian, was strongly attacked twice in the 
space of three weeks by theologians who 
were interviewed on Vatican Radio. But 
Father .Kueng countered that the book, 
intended to present the basics of Christianity 
to ordinary men in language they could. 
understand, was written “not against, but for 


the church’s magisterium, ” and his defenders | 


said the book was responsible for bringing 
Catholics in some parts of Europe back a 
practice of their faith. 


ON FEB. 21, 1977, Father Kueha us wrote to 
Cardinal Joseph Hoeffner of Cologne, 
president of the German Bishops Con- 
ference. He declared-that, contrary to what 
others may have thought, he never intended : 

“to express doubts about the sonship of God 
in Jesus Christ or about the Holy Trinity.”

The challenge of Christianity < 
Do we weaken its power from within? 


By Beryl Newman 


Is Christianity threatened today? Has it 
ever been threatened? Many of us, I suspect, 

’ would respond—at least initially—with a 
resounding “Yes.” 


But such a reaction would be more likely to 
reflect’ out own insecurity and fear than any 
real danger to Christianity itself. Certainly 
there are formidable factors abroad in the 
world that militate against the growth and 
exercise of Christianity, but there i is nothing 
new in that. 


CHRISITANITY HAS sae existedina 
hostile environment. It was born into it. 
From humble and defenseless beginnings in 
the stable at Bethlemem, it has been afflicted 
with misunderstanding and persecution; with 
minimization of its message; by the 
apparently endless tendency of humankind to 
idolatry and the enmity of those in pursuit of 
power. : 


In our own time of immediate and global 
communication, we are probably more aware 
than ever before of the extent and extremity 
of antagonism to the unremitting Christian 
imperative of personal reform. 


Is_ it possible to ignore the widespread 


hatred and violence and disrespect for life— 
as long as it is not our own—or the 


exploitation and manipulation of people that: 
is so much a part of our world? 


WE WHO CALL ourselves Christian, 


may be forgiven for feeling appalled by the - 


increasing danger of atheistic Marxism and . 
the terrible incidences of genocide and 
human destruction in our time. 


We may be forgiven horror at the 


‘callousness which can promote abortion, 


euthanasia and the death penalty in terms of 
national or personal convenience or 
economic desireability. 


We may be forgiven outrage when ideals of 
patriotism and national security are so 
distorted as to justify murder and mental and 
physical torture, the perversion of technology 
and all manner of illegal—not to mention 
immoral—activities. 

ANGER, PASSION, denunciation, we 
may be forgiven all these, but not fear, not 


doubt, not despair. If such manifestations of — 


evil appear to us as threats to Christianity, 
we are looking through the wrong end of the 
telescope. 


From the Christian perspective, these 
things are not threats, but challenges to be 
faced and overcome. 'f we are to speak of 
threat at all in this context, it should be of 
Christianity as the overwhelming threat to all 
that is evil.

Without being particularly 
concerned about his connections with the

_ was in a certain place praying, and when he 
_ had finished one of his disciples said, ‘Lord, 


~ teach us to pray....’ He said to them, ‘Say this 
when you pray: “Father, may your name be 
held holy, your kingdom come.” (Luke 
11:1,2). 


IN FACT, Jesus’ whole life is seen as an 
extension of the Father-Son relation that is 
nurtured by prayer: “Now it was about this 
time that he went out into the hills to pray; and 
he spent the whole night in prayer to God.” 
(Luke 6:12) 


Jesus remains united to his Father right 
down to the very end, “Then he withdrew 
from them, about a stone’s throw away, and 
knelt down and prayed.” (Luke 22:41) It is at 
this point, in his last will and testimony, that 
Jesus tells us, “Whoever has seen me has 
seen the Father.” (John 14:9). 


It is because of the presence of such evil 
that Christianity exists, not in spite of it. From 


‘the start of his public life, Jesus asserted 


himself as the “stronger one” who defeats the 
strength of the “evil one” (Luke 11: 14-22). 


HE TOLD his disciples not to fear the 
world, nor the “prince of the world” and 
warned them of the hatred and persecution 
they would encounter. “Have confidence! It is 
the world I have conquered,” He said. 

Christians share this victory, but with our 
myopic vision, it is not always easy to 


‘convince ourselves during the struggle that 


the battle has already been won! We need 
constantly to guard and sustain the 
confidence that all things can be overcome by 
the power of the Holy Spirit. We.need always 
to be reassured that, despite apparent 
evidence to. the contrary, God is in control 
and his goodness must triumph. 

By its very nature, Christianity cannot be 
threatened by elements external to it. If it is 
threatened at all; it is from within. We who 

claim to be Christian:can do more harm to 
Christianity than demonic legions, when what 
we do and are mocks Christ. 


WHATEVER CHRISTIANITY means to 
us who claim it, to those outside—and many 
within our churches—its meaning is 
translated cnly in the Christians they meet. 
For too’ many generations, in too many

“The church may perhaps pick up some 
suggestions and ideas from him, but she does 
not follow him along the path he has marked 
out....While the theological outsider works ~ 
and studies and fights for the church on his 
own ground, the theologian of the vanguard 
does all this with the church behind him. 


“It often takes a long time to settlewhether 
a theologian is an outsider or a forerunner.” 
And there, for the time being at least, is where 
the matter remains. 


We have been made to the image and 
likeness of God (Genesis 1:26), but this is as 


“much a task to be tulfilled as an already 


accomplished fact. “And | we, who have been 
modelled on the earthly man, will be modelled 
on the heavenly man.”:(1 Corinthians 15:49). 


THE FULFILLMENT of this promise 
often comes for us after long hours of looking 
at God and imitating what we see, very much 
as Jesus did while he was teaching us on 
earth: “She (wisdom) is a reflection of eternal 
light, untarnished mirror of God’s active 
power, image of his goodness....she (wisdom) 
makes them friends of God...for God loves 
only the man who lives with wisdom.” 
(Wisdom 7:26-28). { 


Wisdom for us is in the imitation of Jesus 
who is the Word of God (John 1:1), the 
radiant light of God’s glory (Hebrews 1:3) and 
the Way (John 14:6). 


instances, what they have found in us has 
been in contradiction to Jesus of Nazareth. 


Why, almost 2,000 years after the death- 
and rising of Christ and the passage through 
the world of millions upon millions of 
Christians, have we made so little impact that 
the world is in the state of moral decline and 
almost universal conflict it is today? 


Not because Christianity does not have the 
power—is not the greatest power known to 
man—to transform men and structures! But 
Christ laid the foundations of a church that 
would be a sign of contradiction in the world, 
not one that would assume its protective 
coloring. 

THE HISTORY of Christian people has 
not been one to do credit to the Jesus of the 
Sermon on the Mount, who spoke of 
gentleness and purity of motive, nor to the 


‘Jesus who cried “Let them see you are my 


disciples by your love.” 


If it were possible for Christianity to fail— 
and it is not—its failure would be due, not to 
any inherent weakness, but because, as G.K. 
Chesterton once said, it has never really been 
tried. 


If Christianity is threatened, we do not need 


to don shield and buckler and sally forth to 


contest with windmiils of evil. Alas, we need 
only look within ourselves! 


Christmas unconstitutional? 


How real is the threat to Christian feast celebrations?

It may well come to pass in this country 
that Christmas will be declared uncon- 
stitutional. And maybe even Easter, too. 


Nonsense, you say! “How could any 
sensible or reasonable person say such a 
thing? Or even contend such a thing is 
possible?” 


Well, any sensible or reasonable person 
would not attempt to argue that Christmas 
or Easter stand in conflict with the U.S. 
Constitution. But there are enough 
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There’s also been a dispute brewing in 
Texas over Christmas activities in public 


schools. A parent filed a suit which. 


contends, among other things, that 
Christmas activities, like the singing of 
carols in public schools, should be 
stopped. 

THE EASTER SEASON has also come 
under.attack. In 1975 a California court 
ruled that the closing of state offices for 
three hours on Good Friday is uncon- 
stitutional. 


In 1974 a federal judge in Florida said it 


is unconstitutional to schedule public 
school spring holidays around the Easter 


Christmas and Easter is that no public 
agency (be it public schools or state, local : 
or federal governments) has any business 
promoting religion in any way. 


And since Christmas and Easter are 
religious events—and Christian observ- 
ances at that—nonbelievers and non- 
Christians are discriminated against. This 
discrimination, people argue, violates-the 
separation between the church and state 
clause of the First Amendment. 


RECENT SUPREME COURT decisions 
have contributed to this argument.

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Bureaucratic ‘insensitivity’ 


‘Let us bury our baby’ 


By Al Antczak 


LOS ANGELES (NC)—A Glendale couple 
experienced what a priest called “gross 
insensitivity to their religious rights and 
freedom of conscience” after their unborn 
child died in its mother’s womb recently. 


Father Helmut Hefner of the Los 
.Angeles Archdiocesan Matrimonial 
Tribunal made the allegation after 
helping Pete and Carol Cortez in their fight 
to acquire the dead child’s body from the 
hospital where it was delivered, 


WHEN THE couple learned that the 
child they were expecting in March had 
died, Mrs. Cortez entered Women’s 
Hospital Dec. 1 to undergo induction of 
labor. Before entering the hospital,they 
had made arrangements with Father 
Hefner to conduct graveside services at 
the child’s burial. 


Following delivery of the dead child, the 
hospital staff refused to turn the body over 
to the parents, saying that the gestation 
period had been only 16 weeks and that 22 
weeks was the minimum time for which a 
death certificate could be issued. 


Without a death certificate, the couple 
was told, there was no procedure available 
for them to acquire the body. 


CORTEZ SPENT the entire following day 
pleading with hospital officials to release 
the body, but they told him he had no 
recourse. 


Survey reflects | 


Cortez left the hospital dismayed, and 
contacted Father Hefner that evening for 


advice. The following day, Dec. 3, both - 


men went to the hospital to resume the 
fight for the baby’s body. 


“The conversation was just incredible,” 
said Father Hefner. “We were repeatedly 
told that this fetus was just like some 
amputated arm or leg.” 


THEY WERE told, the priest continued, 
that it would do no good to seek legal 
counsel, “because ‘it had been processed 
through pathology,’ and it would be almost 
impossible to locate it. By the time any 
legal action could be taken, the pathology 
would have disposed of the fetus.” 


On Dec. 5, Father Hefner contacted the 
Los Angeles County Health Department, 
where an official said the parents had the 
right to claim the child’s body. The 
hospital then agreed. 


“The final indignity,” said Father Hefner, 
“came when the father was senttoa guard 
station at the hospital entrance. There he 
was asked to-sign a receipt, and was given 
his baby in a cardboard box wrapped in 
brown paper.” 


FATHER HEFNER was present when the 
box was opened to reveal the tiny bodyina 
jar. “Just look at it,” Cortez said. “How can 
they tell me this is not a child?” 


The Cortez’ daughter was buried in San 
Fernando Mission Cemetery.

Don’t use indoor fixtures or lights 
outside. Be sure they’re UL ap- 
proved for use outdoors. Rain, dew 
and moisture can cause shorts and 
leave Santa in a fine fix. 


Don’t hang wires over TV antennas 
or guy wires for TV antennas or any 
other outdoor wiring. A home that’s ” 
a blaze of decorative lights is one 
thing.
